Not loag MBoe a builder of numerous 
apartment houses on the upper part 
of Manhattan Island made the asser- 
tion at bis dab that, after a careful 
investigation, he had ascertained that 
nearly 40 per sent, of the business of 
the gas compsnies in the Harlem 
region was day basiaess. The gas 
heaters aad ranges, he said, were 
burning almost as much gas as the 
illuminating burners. 


"The pausing of the coal stove, 


said fiie investigator, "means a serious 
loss fa> the coal trade. The substitu- 
tion of gas for coal as fuel has been 
growing^ gradually, until now it con- 
fronts the retail coat dealer as a pro- 
blem involving his very existence. It 
i* to him now about what the com- 
petition of the electric light was to 
the gas companies a few years ago. 
In '•<»*, *Ko «n*I trad* ha* had nothing 
but hard luck since the advent of 
natural gas. Instead of the old evil 
of overproduction being responsible 
for the lack of pronto in the coal trade, 
the chief trouble comes from "under- 
production."—New fork Times.

will even permit the 


rarmers to handle them to remove the 
eggs. In return for all this the farm- 
ers protect the birds, and after a cer- 
tain season they permit the birds to 
>it on their eggs and hatch out young 
;;:«. Tbe young sheldrakes are pro- 
.ected just as much as our young barn- 
•ard chickens are. 


The chief eggs that are sold for eat- 
ng in Holland and other European 
•Hies include those of the wild ducks 
md fowls, gulls, plovers, sheldrakes, 
oieafiow-hens, 
guillemots, 
peewits, 


pdshanks, turnstones, snipe, curlews, 
iuniins, crows, rooks, cranes, herons. 
oots, storks, pelicans, vultures, hawks, 
••x-ls and many of the smaller land 
,irds. 
These wild birds' eggs are 


heaper in many countries than hens' 
>igs. and tbey constitute the chief 
>gg diet of both rich and poor.—Boston

father and my father .killed their men. 
Now I have killed my man." the boy 
said to a police surgeon. In the mis- 
shapen head there had been treasured 
up the knowledge that his father had 
once been the cause of a roan's death. 
The warnings, the sorrow, the lessons 
dwelt upon by hi* parents that he 
might remember that incident In his
